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"The three men agree to form an organization to 


assure ‘fair play* for Castro *s Cuba. They would seek 
impressive sponsors. They would seek funds. Then they 
would employ the classic method of announcing a new polit- 
ical organization: They would buy an ad in The New York 


"‘Pair play stso?ted like the Cuban Revolution,* 
says Dr. Santos-Buch today. ‘Like the revolution it vras 
converted to communlsim — converted into a cover group. 

"*We tried to get together money by mailing out 
some 200 letters to liberals and Intellectuals in the 
united States and E’Jirope. We put a copy of the draf j of 
the proposed ad into each envelope. You must remeaber 
that this was early i960, when the Cub^ Revolution still 
looked good.

"‘There was a disappointing reaction,* says Dr. 
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"THERE UP.S,H0VH3VER, SOMEONE ELSE liHIO would dig do^, deep. 
Dr, Santo3-Buch, a iiandsome robust man who was active In 
the Cuban revolution, remembers well the events lending up 
to that one nightmarish spring evening on the East Side. 
•Taber had brought it up In the first place. He was a 
very practical man. He felt it was only natural that the 
Cuban government help pay for an ad that would help Castro 
so much. 


"•I knew RauD.lto Roa from the revolution. He was 
the young son of the Foreign Minister of Cuba and was per- 
manently attached to the Cuban UN mission. I Introduced him 
to Taber. 


"On Wednesday in March i960 we drove to Raullto 
Roa's apartment. I stayed in the car, and Taber went up 
and saw Roa, who later came down and got in the car. He 
said he had the check and it had to be cashed. 

"'The check was made payable to Prof. Manuel 
Blsbe, chief permanent delegate of the Cuban mission to 
the united Nations.' 

"The trio tried several banks but were lanable 
to cash the check. 

"ROA finally agreed to cash the check at the UN 
Building where he was known. After stopping briefly 
UN, Roa returned to the car with 35 ^100 bills in a white 
envelope, according to Santos-Buch. Then to avoid llnk^g 
Taber to the Cuban diplomat, Santos-Buch got a certliied 
bank check which was used to pay for the ad. 
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"That night .with all of Its Intrigues, was the 
beginning of the end ror the Fair Play for Cuba Coininltee. 
But no one knew It then. The ad, which appeared on 
April 6, i960, read; 'Perhaps their crime (the Cuban 
leaders') Is their youth, perhaps the explanation Is 
simply that there are In the U.S. powerful Interests 
bent In frustrating the primary pxarpose of the Revolu- 
tion; to give Cuba back to the Cubans.* 

"Those who opened the envelopes that came In 
after the ad, those who counted the $5 annual dues, say 
today that the response was remarkable. 'It was more 
than remarkable, ' says a man who spent five to six hours 
a day In the Pair Play office during this hectic period 
In i960. 'We felt that this vras a real Intellectual 
dissent. It was a genuine mass dissent. But even then 
there were some doubts. A lot of people had suspicions, 
but In the excltment they kept It to themselves.' 

"By the spring of 196I, the organization claimed 
a membership of 7,000 with chapters In 23 cities and 37 
colleges. On April 15, 1961, it brought out some 300 
demonstrators for a mass protest at the UN. 'Cuba si, 
Yankees no' read thehundreds of signs. 

"But behind the signs there was trouble. Even 
before this the liberal support that helped found the 
organization had been quietly slipping away. As early 
as the summer of i960 the Rev, Donald Harrington of the 
community Ch\a?ch was losing faith In Pair Play. 'There 
were two reasons why I left the Committee,' he says. 'I 
was disenchanted by what was happening In Cuba. Castro 
was betraying the revolution. He sold out to the coninun- 
Ists. He could have had the support of the U.S. but he 
didn't care. There was a second reason: I couldn't

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”As Harrington and otheie like him moved out« 
men with histories of Communist activity moved In, 
Chicago, liOs Angeles, San Francisco, Seattle — in all 
of these cities many Pair Play chapters were run hy 
left-wing elements.

"In charge of the organization was Vincent Theodore 
Lee in New York. In December 1963 Lee laid the skeleton of 
Pair Play to rest forever. With the electric bill paid 
through the month, he put a lock on the headquarters at 799 
Broadway and took a vacation.

honestly. I told Dr. Castro In my letter that 1 would like to interview him 
with a tape recorder and I assured Mm that no deletions or censorship of 
words wonld take place. 

Fid^’s executive secretary. Dr. JnanDida, replied that if I came to Cuba he 
wonld do everything he could to insure the interview. (Orta has since defect^) 

This was invitation enough. There was no '^guarantee” of an interview but 
the indications were that I would have one. 

Interview or not, Mary Louise (my vrtfe) and I decided to go to Cuba to 
see for ourselves. I was curious about the Cuban Revolution and puzzled by 
some of the inconsistencies in the daily newspapers. 

One week before our departure, we learned that the Fair Play for Cuba Com- 
mittee would hold its first public meeting at the Community Church in Manhat- 
tan on Sunday, April 24. . ^ , 

We decided to attend. ^ \ I 

The hall was packed. Waldovmnk was the main speaker and he described 
a recent visit to Cuba in which he th»:eled through the island with FideL His 
description was In sharp contrast to the picturesque tales of **bloody tyranny** 
that were described in newspapers in the United States. 

We arrived In Cuba late Friday evening on the May Day weekend. The execu- 
tive offices were closed and they were closed on Saturday also. 

Without credentials, unable toj contact anyone in government and si)eaking no 
more than six words of Spanishl 1 was nevertheless able to bluff our way onto 
the podium at the May Day cebslmtion. ' 

There, a few feet from Raun^stro, not many yards from Fidel Castro and 
facing a half a million or more p^qnle, we observed the May Day celebration 
for t«i hours. 

We were carrying a movie camera in a case that could have contained guns 
and/or grenades (but contained a camera) and we were not questioned. The 
lack of security was appalling. 

BEMAIKED LOXGEE THA:V PLANNED 

I bad planned to remain in Cuba for four days : I remained thirteen. 

The report of that first visit appeared in a double’Size issue (No. 100) of the 
Independent in June, 1000. 

A statement preened the article and, for the benefit of new subscribers, it 
is reprinted here. (Despite a larger than normal printing of the issue, the 
supply was very quickly exhausted.) 

The statement said : 

“The story you are about to read is biased. I have Just spent thirteen days in 
Cuba to view, the Cul>nn revolution for the readers of the Independent. 

“I went to Cuba with many reservations. Like most Americans, I had been 
subjected to a blitzkrieg of anti-Cuban stories and articles In the press. I went to 
Cuba to see for myself. 

‘T found that many of the stories in the American newspapers were and are 
totally false. I found that others have so little truth in them that the truth 
fragments are like small specks in a large storm cloud. 

“I went to Cuba with many reservations. I still have some reservations. 
But my unrestricted observations have given me an abiding respect and admira- 
tion for the Cuban people and a tremendous enthusiasm for their revolution. 

“The story you are about to read is, therefore, biased. Understand that fact 
when you read it. As with all material which appears in the Independent — an 
attempt Is made to present the full picture, induding contrary views. But, in 
fairness to yourself, you should know that I have seen toe revolution and I am 
for it** 

On or about the tenth day of my visit I decided to Join the Fair Play for Chiba 
Committee. I mailed my check and application form from Havana. 

EXCELLENT FILMS 

We had some excellent films of what we*d seen and some vivid memories. 
But within two months of reading the more responsible newspapers, we found 

ourselves again conditioned to believe that a terrible tyranny existed in Cuba

The "Fair Play for CoHMualst 
Cuba" is aet really dlsappeariag; it will oaly chaage its 
same, its headquarters aad its leaders, aad will reappear 
ia aaother disguise.
